MADISON, W is., Dec. 13.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— A slump of 30 per cent in the 
demand for labor was the main fea­

November. 
Many employers who had had diffi­ 
culty all summer in securing labor 
reported that they were all filled up, 
and the calls for help at the 
state 
free employment offices fell off about 
one-third as compared with October. 
Common laborers who had been re­ 
ceiving an average of 25 cents per 
hour for several m onths were offer­ 
ed 22% and 20 cents, but they were 
reluctant to accept the reduction for 
many employers still paid 25 cents. 
The slump was general throughout 
the state and marked the normal cur­ 
tailm ent of operations due to 
the 
approaching winter. 
It was more 
marked in the case of male labor 
than female. 
The demand for wo­ 
men workers was kept up by 
the 
calls from factories and retail stores 
to meet the holiday rush. 
Employ­ 
ment for women in botels and restau­ 
rants and at day work was dull. 
For men street work and building 
operations were being rapidly finish­ 
ed up during November and the op­ 
portunities for work on farm s were 
mostly at low wages.

er offers to place insurance "at what­ 
ever rate you figure will be accep­ 
table to the insured,” and allowing 
the local agent 25 per cent commis­ 
sion. 
Transactions of this kind are 
called a violation of the law, sub­ 
jecting agents to punishment aud in 
addition making them liable for the 
full amount of any losses sustained, 
and probably liable for the repayment 
of the premium in an action 
for 
fraud. 
The broker sending out the 
circulars exploiting these offers can­ 
not be licensed in Wisconsin, and is 
not licensed in New York. 
In a recent case in Wisconsin, an 
agent placing business of this kind 
became liable for a loss of $2,000 
and the outside company turned out 
to Ive worthless. 
In July, 1911, elev­ 
en so-called mutuals were raided and 
closed by the Pennsylvania insurance 
department, and It was disclosed that 
the brokers received 
75 per cent 
commission on the business written 
by them, and that in the case of one 
company, about 98 per cent of the 
business was written through these 
brokers.

A special school for training boys 
as waiters has recently been estab­ 
lished in England in connection with 
tile Cookery School for Boys at West­ 
minster. 
The school was instituted 
by the education authorities in 
re­ 
sponse to a wide demand for techni­ 
cally 
trained 
waiters. 
Foreigners 
trained as waiters on the continent 
have been finding ready employment 
in England through lack of native ap­ 
plicants, and it is hoped that the new 
school will attract English boys in­ 
to this occupation. 
Course One Year 
The course of 
training 
in 
the 
school covers one year. 
Boys 
be­ 
tween 14 and 16 are admitted, and 
receive general instruction as well as 
technical training. 
The curriculum is 
as follows: English, 3 hours a week; 
French, 7 hours; arithmetic. 3 hours; 
waiting and pantry, etc., 17 hours; 
menus, 5 hours; physical exercises, 
2 Vz hours; a total of 37*4 hours a 
week. 
The professional waiter who 
is employed as instructor, like the 
chef-instructor of the Cookery school, 
is allowed to increase his income by 
following his vocation on the outside. 
"Many conditions have tended dur­ 
ing recent years to widen the field of 
employment for waiters,” 
says the 
British report on the plan. 
"English­ 
men have, as a rule, not taken up 
waiting seriously as a trade, but on­ 
ly as a last resource. There are, how­ 
ever, a certain number of English 
waiters who are regularly employed 
and never have any difficulty 
in 
finding employment. 
The advantage 
possessed by the young foreigner is 
that he has already learned the rudi­ 
ments of waiting and 
although in 
coming to this country he experienc­ 
es the disadvantage of not knowing 
the language, he is able to make him­ 
self useful at once.” 
Is 
Practice 
The British authorities make it a 
practice to found trade schools in all 
trades where there are strong pros­ 
pects of good 
employment. 
Hence 
the prompt adoption of this plan for 
a school to train waiters. 
In the 
present case it is also hoped to ov­ 
ercome to a certain extent the preju­ 
dice against the occupation of wait­ 
ing which is said to exist 
among 
English parents. 
"We must 
make 
parents see that the calling is an hon- 
arable one, and requires both intelli­ 
gence and education,” 
says 
Rev. 
Stewart Headlam, a member of the 
London County Council. 
Similar schools for the training of 
waiters have existed in Germany and 
Switzerland for some time.

He knew that the work carried on 
through such a cam paign— even if j 
much effort is wasted, puts a g ro u p 1 
of “ two fisted w orkers” into the 
field to build sanatoria— to put visit­ 
ing nurses at work cleaning up the 
pools of disease, and treating more 
expertly 
and 
scientifically the pa­ 
tients who suffer. 
The Wisconsin 
Anti-Tuberculosis association is do­ 
ing a great work. Perhaps the people 
don't know it. Perhaps all its m eth­ 
ods are not just as each citizen would 
have It. But the fight is for you and 
me. It is a hard struggle at great sac­ 
rifice on the part of the workers. As 
Mr. Ross says. “ It s life insurance 
for you. for your children, and for 
your children’s children. Dig, b roth­ 
er, and continue a labor of love. I t’s 
up to you and m e.”

The differences of opinion between 
the managements of fraternal socie­ 
ties throughout the country disap- 
appeared when last Wednesday at 
New York the representatives of the 
Associated Fraternities of America, 
the Federated Fraternities, and the 
National Fraternal congress unani­ 
mously agreed upon a plan of val­ 
uation and readjustment to assure 
the fulfilment of their contracts. The 
fraternal 
committees met with the 
fraternal committee of the Insurance 
commissioners’ convention the same 
day, and the latter recommended the 
plan to the convention, which adopt­ 
ed it unanimously. 
Alternative for Mobile Bill 
The new plan is offered as an al­ 
ternative to the much criticized sec­ 
tions 23 and 23A of the Mobile bill. 
It provides for crediting each mem­ 
ber with his payments and interest, 
and charging him with his share of 
the death claims each year in a way j 
which will permit the carrying of ev­ 
ery member on his old rate so lbng' 
as that rate is sufficient to pay his 
share of the death claims for the 
year. 
Any member whose credit is 
used up may thus pay merely the ex­ 
act cost of his Insurance without be­ 
ing compelled to make any over-pay­ 
ment for any reserve. 
This-carries 
out directly the original contract, \ 
which in most cases contemplated the 
payment of death claims from year 
to year, and also fits into every plan 
which provides for so-callcd reserve, 
mortuary or other benefit funds, in 
that every member is given the bene- j 
fit of his contributions to the fund. 
Can Help Old Men 
The plan also recognizes the right 
of societies to help the old men un­ 
der conditions which absolutely in­ 
sure solvency. The plan autom atical-; 
Iv adjusts any excess or deficiency 
in death claims from year V year, 
and if new' business is written on an 
adequate basis providing for tabular 
reserves, the new plan provides for 
a settlement as to any excess or de­ 
ficiency in death claims each year. 
The plan further provides that the 
member shall be informed before 
July 1st every year of his credit, and, 
opposite his credit, of the tabular 
reserve required to carry out his con­ 
tract, or that the society may send 
in a statement giving the plans to 
which he may transfer, w ith the prlv- j 
liege of carrying over the amount to 
his credit to the new’ plan. 
The matter of giving any value for 
the reserve is left to the indivadual 
society. The plan safeguards socie­ 
ties against applications for receiver-f 
ship and at the same time reduces! 
the expense of handling the business 
to a minimum, and, finally, by eharg-! 
lug each member with his share of 
the death claims each year, accord­ 
ing to his chance of dying, and p ro -; 
viding for adjustment of any excess 
or deficiency every year, makes any 
society adopting the plan absolute­ 
ly solvent for all time without any 
further need of Readjustment. 
Successful Here 
This plan has been applied by the* 
Wisconsin department to a number 
of societies during 
the 
last five 
years, and in every ease it has work­ 
ed out satisfactorily. With the fra­ 
ternal people 
united on this plan, 
and having the support of the com­ 
missioners of insurance, it is prob-1 
able that this will receive the fav­ 
orable consideration of the many leg­ 
islatures meeting

winter and 
that it may prove a permanent solu­ 
tion of the difficulties which have

MUNICH. Dec. 13.— Prince

wig. eldest son of the late Prince 
Luitpold, today was regent of Ba­ 
varia. while preparations were made 
for the funeral of the dead regent, 
who died early yesterday at the age 
of 91. 
From Berlin came word that Kais­ 
er Wilhelm, accompanied by the rul­ 
ers of all of the kingdoms and prin­ 
cipalities of the 
German 
empire 
would attend the funeral, the exact 
time of which had not been definite­ 
ly announced. 
It was learned 
that 
already a 
semi-official agitation has been start­ 
ed to depose the mad king Otto, who 
has been in a sanitorium since his 
succession, and to proclaim the new 
regent, Prince Ludwiz, king of Ba­ 
varia. 
In accordance with Bavarian cus­ 
tom. unbroken 
through centuries, 
the heart of Prince Luitpold was re­ 
moved, embalmed and placed in a 
silver casket for preservation in the 
monastery of Allotting. 
The pope’s apostolic blessing wras 
telegraphed from Rome just before 
the regent died and was communi­ 
cated to the castle 
by 
the papal 
nuncio of Munich. Prince Luitpold 
died with a Prussian bullet in his 
body, which he received in 1866 at 
the battle of Helmstadt.

the state tax commission it was cur­ 
rently reported that it was for the 
purpose of making preJiminary plans j 
tor the drafting of a hill for the e n -j 
largement of the present 
commis-) 
sion’s powers. It is believed that the! 
creation of such a commission, giv-1 
ing them r i g h t s to control all utility j 
corporations just as the present rail­ 
road and w arehouse commission con­ 
trols 
railroads 
and 
warehouses, 
would do away with much of the liti­ 
gation and dissatisfaction in many 
ci ti e s now over rates. 
The proposed 
commission would 
be empowered to make a thorough 
investigation into receipts, expendi- 


i tures and operating expenses and 
upon its figures establish the rate 
to be charged the public (or the com­ 
modity, allowing a reasonable inter­ 
est on the investment to stockhold­ 
ers.

pany. Truth, however, worked dif-: 
ferentlv. 
The value of stocks went j 
up and the 18,000 stockholders in­ 
creased in number to 50,000. Since 
that demonstration corporations gen­ 
erally have become convinced that 
the public should know the truth and 
be taken into their confidence. 
A law that will assure them defin­ 
ite profit of a certain per cent 
on 
their investment, will 
put 
their 
stocks and bonds upon such a firm 


I financial basis, it is claimed, 
that 
small investors will eagerly buy them 
I w hen they are issued for extensions 
and improvements and thereby the 
people will actually become owners 
of the utilities, with the state sup­ 
ervising and guaranteeing economic 
and honest management. 
For some months Professor Robin­ 
son of the University of Minnesota 
Economics 
department 
has 
been 
making an exhaustive 
investigation 
into the cost of municipal govern­ 
ment under the direction of the tax 
commission, and will soon make his 
report to that body. 
It is said that 
; this report will reveal some inter­ 
esting facts concerning the cost of 
municipal operation of utilities. 
It 
will show that while the rates 
are 
sometimes pointed out as lower un­ 
der city ownership the fact remains 
that the service is costing the tax­ 
payers more for service in the some­ 
what hidden means of a large tax 
levy, caused by the toll demanded to 
pay interest on large bond issues put 
out by the city to purchase, improve 
and maintain the utilities plant, and 
in the extravagant operation, due to 
political influence. 
Another conference with all 
the 
members of the Tax Commission has 
been arranged for this week by Mr. 
Rines and C. II. W arner of Aitkin 
when, It. is said, the subject will be 
discussed further. 
It is quite likely 
members of the Public Utilities com­ 
mission in Wisconsin, New York and 
other states where it is in operation, 
will be invited to address the legisla­ 
ture this winter and explain the op­ 
eration of the plan.
